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ABSTRACT 


Since the publication of the Flora of British India by Sir J. D. Hooker during the years 1872-1879, 
quite a number of additional species have been described from various parts of India by several 
botanists in different publications. The nomenclature of quite a number of species in Hooker’s 
Flora has also changed with the result that several names therein have now come to be regarded as 
invalid. Calder et al (1926) and Razi (1959) published two lists as additions to species in Hooker’s 
Flora of British India . The present account is an attempt at supplementing and/or amending the 
lists of Calder and Raz ; , with reference to the families Acanthaceae, Verbenaceae and Labiatae. 
In this account, altogether 232 taxa belonging to these three families alone are given under two separate 
lists. In the first list 54 taxa are included. They comprise of 53 taxa as additions to Hooker, Calder 
et al and Razi’s account of the species under these three families, and one species of Hooker, earlier 
reported by him from outside India proper, since reported from Indian territory. In the second 
list, 178 taxa are included, wherein changes in nomenclature, including changes in status have been 
reported. 


Sir J. D. Hooker published the Flora of British 
India in seven volumes during the years 1872 to 
1879. Calder, Narayanaswami and Ramaswami in 
1926 published a list of species and genera of Indian 
Phanerogams not included in Sir J. D. Hooker’s 
Flora of British India. According to these authors, 
however, their list did not include new Indian 
genera and species published for the first time - 
during the years 1898 to 1905, or genera and species 
published while the Flora of British India was in 
the press (Calder et al 1926). That list contained in 
all about 1694 species from the then British India 
and Burma as additions to Hooker’s Flora and re¬ 
corded up to the end of the year 1924. Out of these, 
the records under Acanthaceae, Verbenaceae and 
Labiatae from India were 13 species including one 
variety of Acanthaceae, 3 species of Verbenaceae 
and 10 species of Labiatae. 

A second list was published by Razi in 1959 to 
record such species as were found missing in the 
earlier list of Calder et al (1926). In this list, accord¬ 
ing to Razi, all the Indian species new to science 
and described between 1924 and 1950 have been 
incorporated. Altogether 1595 species were included 
from India and Pakistan to supplement Calder’s 
list, out of which 26 species were under Acanthaceae, 
6 species under Verbenaceae and 61 species under 
Labiatae. 

In i95 8 > however, Raizada published a list to 
incorporate name changes in common Indian plants. 
In this, 19 species, and 3 varieties of Acanthaceae, 
6 species and 1 variety of Verbenaceae and 16 species 
of Labiatae are included. 

Subsequent to the publication of Hooker’s Flora, 
quite a number of new species were recorded by 
various botanists from. different parts of India 
IDuthie, 1895. 191* » Haines, 1922; Gamble, 1924 
(Reprinted edition, 1957) > Burkill, 1925; Fischer, 
1938; Sabriis, 194U Santapau, 1951, 1953]. New 


name changes have also been published (Raizada, 
1958). Revisions and monographic work on certain 
genera or families were also done (Bremekamp, 1944, 
1946, 1955, 1961; Mukerjee, 1940; Santapau, 1951). 
Quite recently several new reports are also made 
(Santapau, 1951, 1953; Panthaki and Santapau, 
1956; Kitamura, 1955; Srinivasan, i960; Henry 
et al 1961). All these have added considerably to 
our present day concept of the Flora of India. 

During the course of our studies on Acanthaceae, 
Verbenaceae and Labiatae of India, we found that 
quite an appreciable number of species belonging to 
these families were missing from the lists compiled 
by Calder et al (1926) and Razi (1959). A good 
number of species of these families were not seen 
in Raizada’s compilation of name changes of Indian 
plants (Raizada, 1958). An attempt is, therefore, 
made in this communication to enumerate all such 
species to supplement the information now available 
from the lists of Calder et al (1926), Razi (1959) and 
Raizada (1958), on the families Acanthaceae, Ver¬ 
benaceae and Labiatae of India. 

For sake of convenience, the various species are 
presented here under two separate lists. In the first 
list are included such of the species as are strictly 
additions to Hooker, Calder and Razi, and thus not 
listed in any form in any of the above publications, 
as well as new taxa published subsequent to Hooker, 
Calder and Razi. The second list comprises of 
species wherein changes in nomenclature but not in 
status as well as changes in status, have been pub¬ 
lished. 

Some of the earlier recorded species do not appear 
to have been validly published as in the case of 
Dicliptera roxburghiana Nees var. linearis Kurz, 
Strobilanthes persistens Clarke from Lushai Hills 
(see Fischer, 1938: 120 & 122), Ecbolium viride 
(Forsk.) Alston vqr. dentata Raizada, E. viride 
(ForSk.) Alston var. lateviyens Raizada and £. viride 
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(Forsk.) Alston var. rotundifolia Raizada (Raizada, 
1958: 483). They are, therefore, left out in our 
lists of new additions. Similarly, while reviewing 
the genus Strobilanth.es, Bremekamp (1944) has kept 
Strdhilanthes pterygorrhachis Clarke and Strobi- 
lanthes recurvus Clarke unchanged and with the 
remarks against each “genus adhuc incertum”. Both 
the species are known from Kohima. We have, how¬ 
ever, not included these two species also in our 
lists. 

Altogether 232 taxa have been included in both 
the lists taken together. Of these, 153 are from 
Acanthaceae, 16 from Verbenaceae and 63 from 
Labiatae. Quite a number of species are also culti¬ 
vated. While no attempt has been made to enu¬ 
merate all the cultivated species in this paper, some 
among them which have run wild or occurring as 
“escapes” are also included. 

As regards geographical limits, the contiguous 
parts of the Indian Union as Nepal, Bhutan, Sikkim, 
Kashmir, Chitral, Gilgit and parts of Pakistan are 
also included.
